1. Examination to occupy a full school week, Bach subject 

to be examined upon in its own time. In Classes L 
and II., each subject to last from 5 to 15 minutes in 
one day ; in Class III . and upwards, to last the time 
allowed in the Time-table. Examination Lo begin 
on Mopday. , . 

2. Recitations , two each day, to be heard by the Father 

when convenient, he giving a remark on each piece. 
A maximum of too to include all Recitations. 

3. The Parents should, if possible, be present at the oral 

parts of lire examination. 

4. When selections have to be made, as ** Describe four ” 

(Out of twenty), ** Narrate three " (out of twelve), the 
several lists should be given to the Father, who will 
mark the three or four to be taken. 

5. In Classes b/,, 16 ., and II., Mother or Governess writes 

down the Narratives, French Recitations, &c.,- in the 
child's words ; Class I L might write one answer in 
each subject; in 1 IL, [V,, and over, the pupils write 
in ink. 

6. When there are two or more children in one class, each 

child may answer, not all, but alternate questions, 
taking marks as if he had done the whole, 100 — 
maximum marks for any one subject. 

7. the Copy-books, Exercise -books. Drawings, Ac. , of the 

year to be inspected by the Father, who makes 
remarks on each Writing-book according as it is neat, 
clean, and well written, and on each Drawing-book or 
single Drawing according to the correctness of the 
work. Maximum — ioo, to include all books. 




8, For Collections of Flowers, Fruits, Ac,, the remarks 

should show whether work is incomplete and not neat, 
or is perfect and well arranged. Similar remarks 
should lie made on Needle- work and other Handi- 
works. Needle- work to be reported on by the Mother; 
other subjects to be reported on by the Father, or 
outside Friend. The maximum of too signifies that 
all kinds of work are thoroughly well done.

Much of the matter is familiar ; but it is one tiling to read 
a work carelessly, and quite another to study it definitely 
with a view to examination, 

Ihe year's work may be done by reading at the rate of 
about i go pages a week for ten months. The order of this 
reading is left to the student. 

The examinations will fall twice a year — the first week in 
yune and the first week in Decent her ; when examination 
papers will be sent to the students. 

1 he examination on Human Physiology and Hygiene will 
be for the diploma of the National Health Society. 

Examination fees, 5/- for 
each examination after the first year, 

Ihe first half of each of the works set for study will 
be examined upon in the first examination — including the 
earlier half of each class of articles in the Parents' Review .
